NUTRITION IN ITS WIDER ASPECTS 


NATIONAL CONFERENCE CALLED BY 
BRITISH MEDICAL ASSOCIATION 


The National Conference on the Wider Aspects of Nutri- 
tion, summoned by the British Medical Association, is 
taking place at the Association’s House in London on the 
last three days of the present week. The attendance is 
estimated at about four hundred, including, in addition to 
members of the medical profession, cbservers from 
Government Departments and the offices of the Dominions 
and Colonies, representatives of certain local authorities 
and also of such bodies as the British Association and 
others interested in the subject from the production, dis- 
tribution, social welfare, and educational sides. 

The opening session was presided over by Lord 
Horver, and after Sir Kaye Le FLeminG, as Chairman 
ot Council of the British Medical Association, had ex- 
tended a welcome to the delegates, an inaugural address 
dealing with the defence aspect particularly was delivered 
by Sir ArtHuR Satter, M.P. At the second session on 
the first day the chairman was Sir JOHN RUSSELL, director 
of Rothamsted Experimental Station. 


Medical Aspects of Nutrition 


The first discussion was on medical aspects, and the 
later sessions were concerned with the means of stimu- 
lating production both at home and over-seas, and the 
means of stimulating consumption, on the one hand by 
family allowances and provision of meals, and on the 
other by education. The discussion on medical aspects 
Was opened by Professor E. P. Catucart, M.D., F.R.S., 
Rezius Professor of Physiology in the University of 
Glasgow, Chairman of the Scottish Health Services Com- 


mittee, and a member of the Nutrition Committee set up 
by the League of Nations. 

Professor Cathcart began by sweeping away certain 
fallacies which still, he said, clustered around the subject 
of nutrition. While an adequate diet played of necessity 
a large part in a good state of nutrition, it was not the 
only factor concerned. Malnutrition did not necessarily 
result solely from an imperfect diet ; indeed, malnutrition 
might be the result of an excessive indulgence in food, 
The overfed man was a bad “life” in the medical and 
insurance sense of the term. The problem of nutrition 
was much more subtle than the provision of adequate 
food. It included adequate sleep, fresh air, exercise, and 
a contented mind. Another fallacy was the widespread 
belief that it was possible to draw up a perfect set of 
diets to meet every requirement of the body. This was 
far from being the case, especially from the quantitative 
uspect of the problem. 

A subject of caustic comment, said Professor Cathcart, 
was the varying reports on the state of nutrition, par- 
ticularly of children, perhaps in adjacent areas. The 
incidence of malnutrition was declared in one area to be 
15 per cent., and possibly in a contiguous area to be only 
5 per cent. The difference was in the standard of assess- 
ment taken by the medical stalls. There was no reliable 
objective measure of the state of nutrition. Each medical 
officer formed his own mental standard and judged the 
children by this subjective rule, which, like all subjective 
rules, was liable to great distortion. To the individual the 
standard might appear fixed and sure; in reality it was 
iluid. His judgment was warped by the immediately 
preceding stimulus. If he had examined a group of 
children who were fit and well and the next group was 
less satisfactory he ranked the second group lower than 
he would have done had the first group been only very 


moderate. 
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Energy Requirements 

It was generally assumed, Professor Cathcart proceeded, 
that the needs of the average man were satisfied by an 
intake of food equivalent to 3,000 calories. Even this 
might err on the side of generosity, with the steadily 
diminishing call in modern industry for serious muscular 
effort. For the materials requisite for the supply of this 
needed energy we depended in the main on fats and 
carbohydrates, No attempt had been made to lay down 
the standard requirement of carbohydrates ; it was not 
called for, and should never, except in the last resort, be 
attempted. They were our cheapest and most readily 
available source of energy and formed a kind of “ elastic 
reserve,” the material available for the give and take of 
ordinary everyday demand. As regards fat, the League 
of Nations Committee suggested very tentatively a fat 
intake of from 80 to 125 grammes. Generally speaking, 
the consumption of fat increased with rising income ; 
demand for fat increased with heavier work. 

Protein could yield energy, but its main function was to 
act as the source of essential nitrogen. The League of 
Nations Committee was unanimous that the needs of the 
adult organism could be satisfied by an intake of | gramme 
per kilogramme of body weight—say, for the average 
man, 70 grammes a day. All proteins were not of equal 
value to the organism. Those of animal origin, like meat 
and white of egg, were often referred to as proteins 
of high biological value, but this biological value was not 
a constant thing; it varied with the amount of protein 
present in the diet. Thus liver protein at a level otf 
8 per cent. in the diet had a biological value of 77, while 
at a level of 16 per cent. its value dropped to 58. In 
principle the recommendation that all diets should include, 
if possible, a certain amount of first-class protein was 
sound, but no one could say how much of such protein 
should be present in the average diet. He left the 
question of meat in the diet an open one. Men who did 
hard muscular work consumed large amounts of animal 
protein, and yet there was no scientific evidence that the 
intake of meat was necessary for such performance. 

Professor Cathcart next touched on the question of 
mineral salts and vitamins. The amount of calcium 
utilized seemed to depend in part on the phosphorus and 
vitamin D in the food. Iron was required for the forma- 
tion of haemoglobin, but the presence of a minute trace 
of copper played a critical part in the process. 

“In the case of vitamins our difficulties are even greater 
hecause our fundamental facts and our methods of detection 
and assay are on a less secure foundation. We know that 
certain vitamins are required—A, the B complex, C, D (prob- 
ably a complex), and possibly others, but how much, under 
ordinary conditions of living, is required of each of these 
vitamins is not yet firmly established. . . . One thing I think 
is certain, and that is that it is best to ingest our supply of 
vitamins in the form Nature provides.” 


The Milk Controversy 


Milk was a remarkable nutrient, but the slogan ought 
to be “Drink more Safe Milk.” Safety could only be 
attained by pasteurization, the outcry against which he 
could not understand. There was ample evidence that 
pasteurization did not reduce materially the food value of 
milk. One of the anomalies associated with the almost 
universal belief in the value of milk was the difficulty of 
proving that the addition of milk to an ordinary mixed 
diet was beneficial. An increase of one-tenth of an inch 
in height and less than a pound in weight in school 
children receiving an extra two-thirds of a pint of raw 
milk a day over control children was not dramatic. It 
only proved the inconclusiveness of objective measure- 
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ments. In fact, on this entire subject it was impossible to 
Jay down hard-and-fast quantitative standards, even if 
on no other ground than that the prices of even the 
common foodstuffs were not uniform throughout the 
country. In Scotland, on the same day, in a city, a 
village, and a small county town, he found the cost of 
butter 10d., 16d., and 12d. respectively. 

Finally, said Professor Cathcart, there was the question 
of what was done with the material purchased. It was 
not the amount spent on food which counted, but what 
was bought and how the purchased material was utilized, 
“God may send a man good meat,” said an old writer, 
* but the devil may send an evil cook.” The art of house- 
keeping on a small income was desperately difficult. More- 
over, man where his food was concerned was very conser- 
vative. Either because of tradition or laziness or fear of the 
unknown, he was very loth to change his dietary habits, 
Yet, despite the slowness, dietary habits were changing for 
the better. The statement in the first report of the 
Advisory Committee on Nutrition that “the diet of the 
people is now more in conformity with physiological 
principles than it was in pre-war years” was true. This 
had been proved in Glasgow in two studies carried out 
on very much the same type of family in 1911 and 1933 
Oatmeal, alas! was down, but egg and cheese consumption 
were up, there was a rise in root vegetables, a more definite 
one in leafy vegetables, and more definite still in fruit. 

“ The question of fundamental importance before this Con- 
ference is not, in my opinion, the attempt to lay down 


standards which must, in the very nature of things. be 
mutable, but to study the means by which the slow change 


in the dietary habit of the people can be most usefully — 


accelerated.” 
Economic Aspects 

The subject was opened from the economic and social 
points of view by Viscount Astor, who outlined what is 
wanted from British farming if it is to play its part in the 
provision of adequate diets for all people in this country — 
namely, an increased output of milk, butter, eggs, meat, 
fruit, and vegetables—and by Dr. K. A. H. Murray of the 
Agricultural Economics Research Institute, Oxford, the 
author of a very interesting survey of the subject. who 
indicated to what extent British farming provided protec- 
tive foods. He stated that home production now provided 
about 46 per cent. of the meat requirements, 65 per cent. 
of the poultry and eggs, the whole of the — 73 per 
cent. of the vegetables other than potatoes, 32 per cent. 
of the fruit, and 17 per cent. of the butter and cheese. 
It is in the production of wheat and sugar that home pre- 
duction is so slight. Taking up Professor Cathcart’s 
remark that the energy needs of the average man are 
satisfied by a daily intake of food equivalent to 3,000 
calories, Dr. Murray pointed out the difference in cost 
to the consumer of 3,000 calories from various foods. 
From oatmeal, bread, or potatoes the housewife could 
obtain 3,000 calories for from Sd. to 10d.; on the other 
hand, the same quantity of energy from milk cost 2s. 4d., 
from eggs 3s. 6d. in summer to 7s. in winter, from meat 
from 5s. to 9s.. and from the commoner fruits and 
vegetables 4s. to (in the case of imported tomatoes) I4s. 

Dr. Murray predicted that the provision of adequate 
diets must eventually take its place with the other social 
services—imedical attendance, dental treatment, unemploy- 
ment insurance, housing, and so forth ; indeed, he thought 
there might be sound arguments for giving nutrition 4 
prior claim on available funds. 

It will be seen that both sides of the subject were intro- 
duced on lines likely to stimulate discussion, a fuller 
report of which will appear next week. 
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MATERNITY SERVICES IN THE EVENT OF WAR 


At a meeting of the North of England Obstetrical and 
Gynaecological Society, held at Sheffield on March 10, 
the president, Professor FARQUHAR Murray (Newcastle), 
introduced a discussion on “* A.R.P. in Relation to Mater- 
nity Work.” Professor Farquhar Murray based his 
remarks on the problems that would arise in the evacua- 
tion and treatment of obstetric cases in the area served by 
the Princess Mary Maternity Hospital in Newcastle. It 
was obvious, he said, that the ordinary routines would 
have to be considerably modified in an emergency. It 
was essential that the decision to send a patient home 
should be based on reasonable medical grounds and 
provision made for future services. On two occasions, 
at an interval of six weeks, he had made a test evacua- 
tion of the hospital, noting which cases could be sent 
home, what form of transport would be necessary, either 
ambulances or private cars, and whether the patient was 
to be discharged to the hospital district or to an outside 
area. The two tests gave very similar results. Averaging 
the two it was found that of eighty-two cases in hospital 
sixty-nine could be evacuated and thirteen would have 
to be left in hospital. These thirteen included cases of 
heart disease, toxaemia, puerperal infections, and 
Caesarean section. Patients in normal cases were sent 
home twenty-four hours after delivery. About half the 
patients could be sent home by cars, the others by 
ambulances. 

The medical supervision of evacuated patients would, 
he said, be an easy matter if they lived within the 
hospital district, where nursing and medical and specialist 
advice were part of the organized services already in 
operation. Patients living outside the hospital district 
would present a bigger problem. Many of them could 
easily be left to the care of the midwife until convalescence 
was complete. Some required a measure of medical 
supervision, and for some this would be imperative. The 
following points should be kept in mind: (1) many of 
the patients who would be evacuated had already booked a 
midwife and would return under her care ; (2) most of the 
patients had doctors: (3) health authorities were respon- 
sible for ensuring that every pregnant woman had a 
midwite : (4) in necessitous cases both a doctor and a 
midwife were available for the patient. 

The medical officers of health of the areas from which 
mest * outside ” cases came had been consulted, and they 
would accept responsibility for seeing that booked cases 
which could not be admitted because of an emergency 
would be cared for in their own homes by the county or 
municipal midwifery services. As regards the hospital's 
own district it would be necessary to provide transport 
and equipment for the extra confinements and nursing 
undertaken on the district, which could, of course, be 
larger than the hospital’s normal district. A removal of 
the whole hospital and its services to any new area would 
be unsound as it would be unreasonable to expect women 
to tollow the hospital and leave their families just because 
they were pregnant. His main contention was that a 
diffusion both of patients and of the necessary hospital 
services would be necessary. 

Dr. ARTHUR GEMMELL (Liverpool) suggested that the two 
desiderata of keeping gravid women with their families 
and at the same time providing hospital facilities for 
them could be obtained by the registratien of pregnancy, 
the interchange of information between local authorities, 
allocating “school groups ~ of children and their parents 
to definite places in the reception areas, and setting aside 
existing hospitals or houses in these areas as maternity 
units and allocating extra obstetrical personnel to these 
areas. He thought some arrangements would have to 
be made for maternity beds and district midwifery in the 
dangerous areas. 

Dr. TH1eRENS (medical officer of health for Blackburn) 
Suggested that the larger maternity units now in existence 
should be moved to existing or improvised outer-zone 


maternity hospitals, affiliated to one another. The affili- 
ated bodies in each region would be administered by one 
central co-ordinating body responsible for the distribution 
of staff, patients, and equipment. So far as the Black- 
burn area was concerned, he had estimated that in an 
emergency about 6 per cent. of births would have to 
take place in hospital. Mr. A. GouGu (Leeds) was in 
favour of the evacuation of pregnant women from the 
danger zones, the provision of multiple small homes with 
some larger ones offering a more complete obstetrical 
service. Professor DouGat (Manchester) considered the 
problem would have to be solved by the appointment 
of a regional obstetrical officer with complete control of 
personnel and equipment. 


BRITISH SOCIAL SERVICES AT NEW YORK FAIR 


A new departure in British Government participation in inter- 
national exhibitions has been made by devoting a large section 
of the British Pavilion at the New York World's Fair to an 
official description of British social services. The exhibit, 
which will be known as the Public Welfare Hall, has been 
planned for the Department of Overseas Trade as a single 
whole by the Ministries of Health, Labour, and Agriculiure, 
the Home Office, and the Board of Education, with the assis- 
tance of the British Council of Social Service, the Trades 
Union Congress, the Royal Institute of British Architects, and 
other bodies. The display has been arranged by the firm 
which was responsible for the one in the British Government 
Pavilion at the Glasgow Exhibition. The exhibit presents the 
wide range and high standard of British social services as a 
Jogical expression of modern democracy, which does not 
sacrifice the individual to the State and preserves personal 
freedom and self-respect. Special emphasis is laid on housing 
and slum clearance, national insurance and contributory 
pensions, the employment and training services of the Ministry 
of Labour, the health of mother and child, public education, 
and facilities for leisure and recreation, 


One of the most prominent features, known as “ Changing 
Britain,” is a large model, fifteen feet long, which shows in 
architectural detail a typical British town. The spectator first 
sees it as it was when the Mayflower sailed 300 years ago. 
The scene then changes before his eyes to the middle of the 
nineteenth century, with factories and slums jostling each other 
and with public healih, public education, and community 
services practically unknown. Finally the scene changes to 
the city of to-day, with its modern social services. 

A moving diagram shows how employers, workers, and the 
voptral Government contribute to national insurance schemes 
which cover practically the whole of the working population 
and provide medical treatment and cash payments in sickness 
and widows’. orphans’, and old-age pensions. There are speci- 
mens of the actual stamps, cards, etc., in everyday use. 
Another section demonstrates how community centres cater 
for leisure interests of all kinds. Revolving scenes in tinted 
photomontage show in succession how modern Britain pro- 
vides services for the care of mother and child at every stage. 
Statistics displayed in simple but striking form at the exit 
from the exhibit indicate progress in health, education, and 
labour in terms of longer life, better education, and greater 
numbers at work.

Protection of Practices 


Sirn,—We have received the circular issued by the B.M.A. 
for the protection of practices in London in the event of war. 
There is One most important point to which we would draw 
attention. If the patient of an absentee practitioner remains 
jn his original area the fee—private and capitation—is shared 
between the absentee and the acting practitioners, whereas if 
the patient moves out of the locality the whole fee is paid to 
the acting practitioner, who is, however, doing no more work 
for this than would the acting practitioner in the original area. 
This is surely an injustice to the absentee practitioner. 

Again, in the case of patients who are evacuated under 
Government schemes, would it not be more equitable if the 
practitioner whose patients they were received half the fees, 
the remainder to be paid to the practitioner into whose district 
they are removed? In this particular area, Victoria (and there 
must be many similar areas), we should be very vulnerable to 
air attacks, and evacuation, Governmental and voluntary, 
would probably be on a very large scale. The acting practi- 
tioners here would consequently have most of their own 
patients removed from their lists, and, on the other hand, 
would receive a very small number of absentee practitioner's 
patients. Both acting and absentee practitioners would find 
their incomes very largely reduced, while the practitioners to 
whose areas patients would be sent would reap the benefit. 
This seems unfair, as more strain will fall on these who go 
on service and those who stay in areas which would be a 
target for enemy bombs than on those in safer areas. In this 
respect it seems to us that the scheme favours one section of 
the profession more than other sections. 

We would respectfully submit that all moneys received on 
behalf of absent patients should be pooled on the basis of 
your scheme. During the last war large practices were built 
up by those who stayed at home from the practices of medical 
men who were on service, and while your admirable scheme 
is well designed to stop this in future states of emergency it 
does not seem to us that it deals fairly with the aspects 
previously mentioned.—We are, etc.,

Sir.-I, in common with the other practitioners in London, 
have been asked to join the British Medical Association scheme 
for the protection of practices in an emergency. | feel that the 
scheme is excellent and offers the only reasonable prospect of 
protection of any of the schemes yet put forward. There is, 
however, one serious flaw, which, unless rectified, may prevent 
many practitioners from joining. 

Insured persons evacuated under any Government scheme 
are to be treated as “ removals to another district.” Thus any 
moneys payable in respect of them will be paid in whole to the 
country doctor under whose care they will come. The doctor 
practising in London will be asked, and will, I am sure, be 
willing, to look after the panel patients of his colleagues who 
are absent on national service. For this he will receive 50 per 
cent. of the capitation fee. The doctor practising in the country 
will be asked, and will, I am sure, be willing, to look after the 
evacuated panel patients of his colleagues in Lendon, For 
this he will receive the whole of the capitation fee. 

Let us consider the position of the younger Lenden practi- 
tioner who is absent on national service. His private patients 
will, wherever possible, move outside London. Thus he will 
be forced to rely on his “ panel cheque” to pay his rent and 
feed his famiiv. If this now desperately important panel 
cheque is to be depleted by the whole amount due on account 
of his evacuated patients then his position may be unenviable. 
We must not lose sight of the fact that the London practitioner 
would have to take the risk of his house being destroyed and 
his family killed or injured. The country practitioner, on the 
other hand, avoids this risk; he will also have his income 
increased by those private patients who would emigrate from 
London to the country. I am confident that doctors practising 
in the country would not wish to be treated differently from 


their colleagues who practise in London. Should evacuation 
take place on a large scale, and it appears that it will, then this 
question will assume considerable importance. 

In view of the fact that the position of the dependants 
of insured persons and persons of a like financial status 
evacuated under Government schemes is still under considera- 
tion by the B.M.A. and the central authorities, 1} would ask 
that this question be reconsidered, and that what is at present 
a manifest injustice be removed. I am, ete.,

*.* The Secretary of the B.M.A. makes the following com- 
ment: Consideration has already been given to the important 
points raised in these letters. The Government's evacuation 
plans are mainly concerned with school children and certain 
accompanying adults, and it is contemplated that the number 
of insured patients evacuated under any Government scheme 
will be very small. Evacuation will necessitate the provision 
of medical attention for those evacuated. Discussions are 
proceeding with the Ministry of Health on this point, and it is 
probable that any additional personnel allocated to congested 
reception areas for the care of officially evacuated persons 
would be obtained from those practitioners in vulnerable areas 
whose practices had diminished as a result of war conditions. 
The method and amouft of remureration for such work is 
under consideration at the moment.

Sir Charles Hastings Clinical Prize 


The Sir Charles Hastings Clinical Prize, which consists of 
a certificate and a money award of fifty guineas, is again 
open for competition in respect of 1940. The following 
are the regulations governing the award: 


1. The prize is established by the Council of the British 
Medical Association for the promotion of systematic observa- 
tion, research, and record in general practice; it includes a 
money award of the value of fifty guineas. 


2. Any member of the Association who is engaged in 
general practice is eligible to compete for the prize. 


3. The work submitted must include personal observations 
and experiences collected by the candidate in general practice, 
and a high order of excellence will be required. If no essay 
entered is of sufficient merit no award will be made. It is to 
be noted that candidates in their entries should direct their 
attention mainly to their own observations in practice rather 
than to comments on previously published work on the 
subject, though reference to current literature should not be 
omitted when it bears directly on their results, their interpre- 
tations, and their conclusions, 

4. Essays, or whatever form the candidate desires his work 
to take, must be sent to the British Medical Association 
House, Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1. not later than 
December 31, 1939. The prize will be awarded at the Annual 
General Meeting of the Association to be held in July, 1940. 

5. No study or essay that has been published in the medical 
press or elsewhere will be considered eligible for the prize, 
and a contribution offered in one year cannot be accepted in 
any subsequent year unless it includes evidence of further 
work. A prizewinner in any year is not eligible for a second 
award of the prize. 

6. If any question arises in reference to the eligibility of 
the candidate, or the admissibility of his or her essay, the 
decision of the Council on any such point shall be final. 

7. Each essay must be typewritten or printed. must be dis- 
tinguished by a motto, and must be accompanied by a sealed 
envelope marked with the same motto, and enclosing the 
candidate's name and address. 

8. The writer of the essay to whom the prize is awarded 
may, on the initiative of the Science Committee, be requested 
to prepare a paper on the subject for publication in the 
British Medical Journal, or for presentation to the appropriate 
Section of the Annual Meeting of the Association. 

9. Inquiries relative to the prize should be addressed to the 
Secretary. 


Scholarships and Grants in Aid of Scientific Research 


Scholarships 


The Council of the British Medical Association is prepared 
to receive applications for Research Scholarships as 
follows: an Ernest Hart Memorial Scholarship of the 
value of £200 per annum, a Walter Dixon Scholarship of 
the value of £200 per annum, and three Research Scholar- 
ships each of the value of £150 per annum. These scholar- 
ships are given to candidates whom the Science Committee 
of the Association recommends as qualified to undertake 
research in any subject (including State Medicine) relating 
to the causation, prevention, or treatment of disease.
